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Turmoil grows over 
redevelopment plan

They may not be mad as hell yet, but 
they are confused and they’re not 
going to take it anymore. 


About 150 Upland residents in the 
city’s Redevelopment Project Area 
have come together to gain a better 
understanding of the city’s redevelop- 
ment plan which, thus far, they cannot 
approve. And the number of opponents 
to the plan is growing. 


“They are angry,” Maurya Falk, 
who organized the group, said of her 
neighbors near Second Avenue and 
Arrow Highway, north of the Central 
Business District. 


“We are all in favor of improve- 
ments... what we’re concerned about is 
the possibility of giving up the authori- 
ty over our own property,” she said. 

Their interest began last week when 
the city mailed 1,800 notices, required 
by state law, that the Redevelopment 
Plan for Project Area No. 1 will allow 
the city to acquire private property — 
whether through purchase or condem- 
nation — for redevelopment. 

The notice, accompanied by an invi- 
tation to an information meeting June 
2, was written in legal terms and 
frightened many business owners and 
residents. They couldn’t wait for June 
2, and have been calling City Hall — 
and each other — for details and 
explanations. 

About 125 neighbors came together 


at Falk’s residence Monday night for’ 


nearly four hours to share what little 
understanding they had of the plan, 
and to set a course of action. 


They elected a steering committee 
which will choose a name for the 
group, and will try to find a large 
auditorium for another meeting this 
weekend. Most were from the Central 
Business District, and about half were 
elderly retired residents who fear the 
loss of their homes. 

Many echoed the same concerns. 
They objected to giving the City Coun- 
cil authority to make pacts with pri- 
vate enterprise. “‘That leaves them 
open to graft and bribes,” Falk ob- 
served. . 

Others objected to planning commis- 
sioners being in the real estate busi- 
ness, charging blatant conflict of 
interest. , 

They also agreed the redevelopment 
plan affects just low- and moderate- 
income households; those in expensive 
neighborhoods, they said, weren’t in- 
cluded in the project area and there- 
fore don’t have the threat of the city 
buying their homes. | TD

“It was poorly done. When they (city 


officials) mail something like that, 
they need to think about the recipient. 
I thought it was a little inconsiderate,” 
he said. 


Speaking as a PFF representative, 
Nichols said the savings institution has 
no objection to the Redevelopment 
Plan as yet. “At this time we don’t, 
because it hasn’t been fully ex- 
plained,”’ he said. 

Speaking as an Upland resident out- 
side the project area boundaries, Ni- 
chols said he objects to the 
redistribution of tax dollars. 


(Redevelopment, if adopted, will al- 
low the Upland Community Redevelop- 
ment Agency to collect any tax dollars 
above 1981-82 totals, thereby leaving 
county and state taxing agencies with- 
out any increased revenues in coming 
years.) 

Nichols said he does not approve of 
increased tax dollars funding construc- 
tion of sewers and storm drains instead 
of the public school system. His firm, 
he pointed out, will fund construction 
of a city storm drain when PFF builds 
in Upland without assistance from the 
Redevelopment Agency.

Budget calls for dip into reserves

Upland has released its 1982-83 pro- 
posed budget, a $22 million spending 
plan that won’t be final until the state 
completes its budget. 

The City Council agreed to combine 
the usual series of budget hearings into 
a single hearing and adoption session 
on June 14. Council members agreed to 
approve the document as a prelimi- 
nary budget and revise the numbers 
after the state finishes its delibera- 
tions, probably in September. 

Finance Director Tim Brown is 
quick to point out this budget will 
require the city to dip into its reserves.

The problem, Brown said, stems 
from a series of losses in revenue. This 
year’s sluggish economy produced far 
less sales tax revenue than anticipated.

Ontario permit total was. 
$1,793,529 in valuation for 
31 single-family dwellings 
and $1,127,676 for permits 
to build 23 condominium 
units. 

In Upland, permits to 
build 36 single-family 
dwellings valued at $3,- 
038,200 boosted the April 
total to $4,465,350. The 
homes are being built at 
a golf course-residential 
development at 16th 
Street and Campus Ave- 
nue by Matreyek Homes 
Inc. of Upland. 

Last month’s total per- 
mit valuation was well 
ahead of the $1,339,338 
total recorded in April 
1981, but Upland’s com- 
parative four-month fig-

Day care program in Walnut, D.B. 


The Walnut Valley Recreation Program has 
announced a new program for school aged children 
during the summer. 

The program will provide full day care for 
2 children of working parents in two locations, Suz- 
= anne School in Walnut and Chaparral School in 
Diamond Bar. 

The hours of operation will extend from 7 a.m. to 
6 p.m. with activities including crafts, dance, music, 
games, sports, swimming, nature, outings and more. 
Swimming instruction will be offered on a daily 
basis at Suzanne and computer instruction at 
Chaparral, both for a $10 additional charge.
